The Messrs. Forrestal. Harrigan and Anderson just as strongly urged Mr. 
Truman to sign the bill, expressed the belief that it was a sound and 
needed measure, that it would be a mistake to veto. In this they wers 
joined by Secretary of the Treasury Snyder and Secretary of War Pat­ 
terson. Thus. Mr. Truman, unfortunately, took the advice of the least 
able minority of his advisers, rejected that of the concededlv abler m a­ 
jority.

Haley, of 315 Norwood 
avenue, the oldest practicing phar­ 
m acist in this district.

New' Castle in those days was a 
prim itive town, w ith muddv streets 
and the vehicles drawn by horses, 
mules or oxen.

In 1882 he opened a store in New

brances is that of L>r. Col. Daniel 
Leasitre, the well-known Civil War 
soldier who practiced in the county, 
A twinkle came into his eye as he 
described the ram rod-straight phv- 
Ic ian who always favored him with 
the filling of prescrip*ions.
